While Moecow continusm to maintain virtual all«nee oq the subject 
of negotiations over Berlin ard Germany (end has not even commented on Olbricht's 
access arbitration board proposal other than to report hia speech factually), foreign 
journalists report a certain "optimism" emanating from official Soviet circles on tea 
outcome of the Rusk-Grcayko exchanges in Geneva. A Yugoslav correspondent also cited 
official sources as hinting that de faoto recognition of GDR sovereignty could be 
achieved by Western consent to a separate GDrt-Soviet peec* treaty and to a GDR role 
in regulating "free access to Wast Berlin ae a free city under international super- 
vision." According to these sources the nature of the "supervision was still to be 
thrashed out." 

GDR Deputy Foreign Minister Sepp Schwab, in an interview with the Timee of India 
April 4, is reported to have stated the Soviet proposal for an international control 
authority on Berlin access was only a first step and that further Manures to meet 
Western objectives are "not excluded." He stated that not only wee Pankow willing to 
accept such curtailcert of its sovereignty but that it was also immaterial to the GDR 
viio created the authority, how it was composed, or whether the GDR were included in 
thu negotiations on sccasa. His only condition was that "no espionage be carried on 
from Woct Borlin."

the length of the corridors were reported. 

The Seat Germane announeed April 3 the conclusion of GDR ground maneuvers, noting 
that Soviet, Polish, and Cseoh officers had been in attendance. 

Following Soviet rejection of the US protest eonoerning VOPC harassment of a US 
Potsdam Military Mission tour, US military authorities issued instructions that the 
Soviet Mission in Frankfurt could travel in the Amarioan somo only with an American 
escort.

Tb^ve have b*en recast indications the Vest Goraan eomiaunist party (KPD) la 
preparing to alter its administrative ties vita the East Geraan SED to permit tiore 
independent operations. A eiailar more on the part of the Vest Berlin SED, severing 
its ties with the E;st Berlin SED, has also been rumored. The motivation for the 
change ia said to be tha expectation that coofflunioatlona between the east and veat 
groups will beoone progressively core difficult and dangerous. 

GDR authorities announced that between January 1 and Max\h 18, Scandinavian 
Airlines had been granted 52 permits to overfly or lend in the GDR, ELM had had 13 
flights to GDR destinations, and Sabena 12. On April 2, Soviet Aaroflot inaugurated 
thrice weekly jet (TU-lOi) flights between Moscow and Barlin-Sohaenefeld. 

Heat rations carda have reportedly bees printed in East Germany, and rationing 
is expected to be Introduced In late summer this year. 

Stories emanating froa Belgrade indicate the Jugoslav Government aay be interested 
in re-eatabllshlng diplcaatlo contacts with the FRG and to that «md eight be willing 
to permit its relations with the GDR to deteriorate aomevhat temporarily.

Tha Moscow leaks through journalist circles, the Sepp Schwab Interview, and 
Pravda J a charges against RIAS suggest the USSR might intend to modify oartaln eapseta 
of its position on Berlin and Germany In the next round of talks. In particular, it 
might seek to trade coneesalons on aceoss and Vast Berlin status for Aaarioan abandon- 
ment of RIAS, Moscow's publio reticence on the entire Geraan problem, vhioh new dates 
back to the ulbrieht-Shrushehev talks at ths end of February, and the marked change 
in the East German tenor on an access authority (it was atill being flatly rejootcd 
as late as February) hints that some flexibility In the Soviet position sight seen ba 
revealed. The sudden cessation of Soviet air corridor haraeaaont and tha eurroat Icok 
of interference with autobahn traffic could be part of an attempt to est *fce zlzgo for 
an Improvement In atmosphere.
